CHILD KKN. 


The fact th-at 2,520, or 89 per cent, 


of the school children enrolled in the 
schools of ConueUsville on January 1 
last were participants la the school 
savings system, will be a pleasant wur- 
pris0 to those persona who have been 
disposed to complain that children of 
today 
show greater propensity to 


spend than, to save. 


.Most of the older people who are 


hrought in contact with children ob- 
serve how much more fre&Jy young] 
people are supplied with money than 
when middle aged persons of today 
wore themselves children. 
The In- 


dulgence of parents in this regard haa 
frequently been Condemned as unwise 
it not also positively harmful In its 
influences on. tho young. 
It la con- 


tended that children not only make 
foolish use of money given to them 
but that they acquire extravagant and 
wasteful habits and fail to learn the 
value of money. 


These criticisms may be, 'j-nd in 


many instances are, justified. But. 
notwithstanding, 
the 
statlitici of 


school pavings show that a very large 
percentage of children of school age 
ha- e at least made a beginning in the 
practice of saving. The value of the 
lesson .they have ]earix*d, and its 
worth to them as a stimulus to sus- 
tained effort. n»re y«t to b« demon- 
strated. 


If a child 3bafl done no thin* more 


than made an initial or at xnoit a few 
deposits on hU or her savlnga account, 
without continuing tho practice with 
regularity, there has been a failure to 
learn that the fundamental and essen- 
tial thing about savings is to .keep 
everlastingly at it by applying to the 
account at least « part of every »um 
of money that b&comes available. 


To what extent the school children 


of CouaellsviUe are pursuing this pol- 
icy will be determined after June 30 
when the next honor roll is compiled. 
That will show how many have been 
steadfast in adhering to the decision 
they formed when enrolling as a mem- 
ber of the class in thrift.
